crops may result. Large quantities 
of manure are often used by market 
gardeners and others, and there is 
always danger of carelessness in ap- 
plying the borax. The use of the 
more expensive but safer hellebore 
is therefore recommended for the 
treatment of manure, Borax is rec- 
‘ommended for all other refuse in 
which flies may lay eggs. 

Scientists who have been working 
for years to eliminate the fly are 
convinced that the use of one or the 
other of these simple measures is a 
public duty wherever @anure and 
refuse exist. Sanitarians, however, 


‘strongly advise the remioval. of re- 


fuse heaps or other unnecessary 


wee {rubbish or breeding places for flies. 


In breeding places which cannot be 
thus disposed of—such as manure or 
stables—the daily use of powdered 
hellebore wilt keep the flies from 
breeding in these favorite breeding 
grounds, The best results are ob- 
tainable in a community where ev- 
eryone cleans up his premises, traps 
or kills the files, and systematically 
treats the manure and other breed- 
ing places with powdered hellebore.
